A Huntsman’s 
Reminiscences 
In England 


Some Notable Days With The 
North Warwickshire As 
Whipper-in 1896 To 1899 


Editor’s Note: We are greatly in- 
debted to William Warner Justice, 
Jr., former M. F. H. of the Nantucket 
Harriers, 1926 to 1934 who was in- 
trumental in securing this article, 
the first of a series from William 
Thompson, who acted as huntsman 
for Mr. Charles E. Mather, M. F. H.

Mr. John Arkwright, M. F. H.

hunt I jumped my horse 


which was fairly deep, too. J] saw 
one gentleman go under out of sight, 
but he got out and rode the run 
through to the finish and went home 
on the train with us. Two horses 
dropped dead during the hunt and 
several were left out at farms for 
the night. Brooksby, Captain Pennel 
Elmhurst, the correspondant for the 
Field, English, had a great write up 
about it. We usually took out about 
eighteen couples of bitches in that 
country; all grass, all fences jump- 
able, but strong and a beautiful 
hunting country. 

Prior to this (1893-1895) I hada 
season with the Holderners, in York 
shire, a different country, nearly ali 
plough land, a rougher’ although 
good sporting country where hounds 
had to use their noses all the time. 
Previous to that (1890-1893) I was 
with the Fernie, in Leicestershire, 
where Charles Isaacs was the hunts- 
man, one of the Isaac twins of Will 
Goodall, of Pytchley fame. He was 
the huntsman there for Lord Spen- 
cer, or the Red Earl, as he was call- 
ed at that time, and there were a 
lot of very hard riders about that 
time who went out to beat each oth- 
er over a country rather than see 
hounds hunt.

The steeplechase season has clos- 





ed in the Tennessee—Kentucky deep 
south and followers of the sport are 
ready to concede the 1941 champ- 
ionship to Sir John S., a splendid son 
of Bulse, owned by Messrs. Wilson 
and Jardon of Wilson, Ark., although 
he didn’t win the year’s standout 
race, the Iroquois Memorial, at 
Nashville. 

They didn’t ask Sir John S. to go 
in the Iroquois, but he won just 
about everything else they asked 
him. He was started in the secondary 
feature to the Iroquois, the Marcellus 
Frost Hunter steeplechase, and he 
made a show of the field 

The Arkansas 11-year-old started 
in 4 races during the season and won 
3 of them. And the one time he was 
beaten he led the field for more than 
half the distance then decided to ex- 
plore the fields surrounding the 
race course, running off the course 

After his victory May 10 on the 
Iroquois program, Sir John S., start 
ed in the Smyrna Steeplechase, and 
it was there that he pulled his fade- 
out after running a magnificent race, 
for half the distance. 

The following week, however, he 
came back to soundly beat Lowry 
Watkins’ Rockmayne, winner of the 
$1,500 Lroquois, and a field of other 
g00d ones in George A. Shwab, Jr.’s 
Foxview Farm steeplechase of 2% 
miles 

After the Foxview race, which 
had as its secondary feature a special 
match race between Polar Flight, 
owned by P. T. Cheff of Holland, 
Mich., and Favorite Son, owned by 
Hickory Valley Farm of Nashville. 
the steeplechasing picture shifted 
to Louisville, Ky. 

Here Sr John S. completed his 
season of conquests, again beating 
Lowry Watkins’ Rockmayne easily, 
along with 2 others, in the Oxmoor 
Cup Race at the William Marshall 
Bullitt’s ‘‘Oxmoor. Farm”, Sir John’s 
margin of. victory at both Foxview 
and Louisville approached 10 lengths. 

Recapitulating, we find only Sir 
John S. with more than one victory 
to his credit in the five major steeple- 
chases held on the Tenn—Ky circuit 
this season

BENEFIT FOR HORSEMEN 





A $500.00 contest is being held by the Horse and Mule Association of 
America for the best articles on riding trails. Wayne Dinsmore, secretary 
of the association in writing of the contest to THE CHRONICLE says, ‘For 
twenty years we have promoted horseback riding as the greatest of outdoor 
recreations. Our experience during that period has proved that the develop- 
ment of good bridle paths and riding trails will do more to increase horse- 
back riding in an area than all other factors combined.” 

This sentence should be taken to heart by ever horse owner, every person 
interested in raising and selling horses, every race track operator, every 
thoroughbred breeder, in fact, every man who owns a horse for even the 
man with one horse may one day want to sell him and it is the riding trails 
that provide the answe! There are too many horses on tracks throughout 
the country, too many horses who should not be racing because their quality 
is not good enough There are too few good race horses, too few good show 
horses, too few good hunters Why? Because owners have them, cannot 
sell them, and so keep them in circulation for want of something else to do 
with them What are these inferior horses good for? One thing. Riding, 
but there are not enough rider Provide the riders and the market is found 
for all of the low grade horses who make excellent hacks but very poor 
cracks and you have the secret to the worry of the breeder, the dealer, the 
race track owner, the racing public of where and how to secure more better 
horses for better sport in America. 


Bridle trails. If there was ever an open sesame to a horseman, that is one! 


We all know riding is one of the most healthful of all recreations. It does 
not require a great outlay of money It does not require a great deal of ef- 


fort to learn It can be indulged by old as well as young It is one of the 
oldest sports known to mankind and one of the best and what are horsemen, 
responsible for its existence, doing to promote it Very little with the excep- 
tion of the highly intelligent work being carried out by the Horse and Mule 
Association of America under the able field work of Wayne Dinsmore Mr. 
Dinsmore has dinned bridle trails into the heads of many people in the last 
twenty years and his efforts have not gone unrewarded. Twenty years ago 
around Chicago there were less than half a dozen stables and not more than 
75 horses located near the Cook County Forest Preserve. A survey made in 
November, 1940 discloses that there are now in Cook County 93 stables and 
2.719 horses using the Bridle Trails in the forest preserve This excludes 
stables located around Chicago itself using the bridle paths in the city parks. 

Carter Foster of The Plains, Virginia is always on the lookout for a good 
horse. Why? Because he had the foresight to start a riding place in Vir- 
ginia where horse lovers could come and enjoy pleasant rides His guests 
come from as far away as the middle west If people will come hundreds of 
miles to enjoy riding facilities, what will millions do if riding is at their back 
door? Every horse association in America can have no more important duty 
than to sponsor and build riding trails outside of America’s cities. Riding 
has been man’s greatest recreation since the world began. Is this genera- 
tion going to forget to ride because horsemen have not the foresight to grasp 
what a few thousand dollars judiciously expended in different localities can 
do in providing the necessary facilities? 

If there were no golf courses, there would be no golfers. If there were 


no tennis courts, there would be no players. There could be no sale for clubs 
or racquets. Riding is a sport that is easier for the novice to learn the 
fundamentals than either of the above sports end to have more fun, with 
but a smattering of knowledge. If horsemen were wise and looking out. for 
their own salvation they would subscribe to movements in every large city 
in the country to provide a good bridle trail of twenty miles or more around 
the city’s outskirts 3ridle trails are a fraction of the expense of golf cours- 
es, have very little if any upkeep, and can provide enjoyment to many more 
people. People in the country who have the opportunity to ride, think 
enough of the sport to devote all of their leisure hours to it. What would 
millions of Americans think of it, if given the opportunity to ride in the 
country away from their hot city jobs? Instead of thousands of riders, there 
should be millions of riders and with the proper facilities there can be and 
horses will be at a premium.

*DIFFERENT II. 
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More Horsemanship Classes Over Fences 





By Elizabeth Grinnell 


It has always been my conviction that the prize list of every horse show 





should be overhauled annually to make sure that progressively unpopular 
classes are eliminated before they become a total loss but, while the horse- 
manship section of the average show is more inclined towards a healthy in- 
crease than it is towards any signs of deterioration, I still feel that it is bad- 
ly in need of revision. 

During the past ten years, the competitors in horsemanship classes have 
undergone a marked change, as far as ability and inclination are concerned, 
and yet the majority of prize lists offer practically the same opportunities 
that they did a decade ago. Isn’t it about time that some of them were re- 
vamped with an eye towards substituting more classes for horsemanship 
over fences for some that are now straight saddle classes or even adding 
them to the present programs? A fifty-fifty division of the two departments 
with separate championships where conditions warranted and time was avail- 
able does not seem, under present conditions, an unreasonable suggestion. 

Occasional shows have already adopted this procedure and they have en- 
joyed an enthusiastic response but it hasn't, as yet become a general practice 
partly because there has been nothing to call attention to the advisability of 
a change. Horsemanship classes are apt to fill pretty well anyhow. They 
are one section of the show where the hard working secretaries can sit back 
with a sigh and let the entries drift in of their own accord, and so, year 
after year prize lists offer the same classes varying only in number from 
novice classes through to championships in straight horsemanship while, far 
too often, the only class listed in this section to be shown over fences is the 
Maclay Cup. 

There are some reasons for adherance to this rule other than the fact that 
the classes fill well regardless. So many shows now are for hunters and 
jumpers that the straight equitation classes provide an interlude to the 
everlasting jumping. Then, too, classes for children usually require espec- 
ially built courses which hold up the program and delay things generally. 
There is no doubt at all but that watching an endless number of children 
gallop around the ring over 3’ fences is a dreadfully dull business for al- 
most every one concerned. There is the added likelihood of accidents and 
the normal fear of fond parents for the safety of their offspring. Added to 
all this is the fact that to show in classes over fences the children must be 
equipped with horses that are reasonably apt to jump consistently 

On the other side of the platform, however, are not only any number of 
reasons in favor of classes over fences but a number of suggestions which, if 
adopted, would practically do away with many arguments against them. 
That they would be carefully considered with regard to the contestants 
available goes without saying. That should, of course, be true of every 
class at any show. 

In the first place the very fact that so many shows are for hunters and 
jumpers is proof of the general trend towards this type of riding. In fact, 
if a child of a hunting community hopes to continue showing horses after he 
graduates from equitation classes, he is practically forced to take up jump 
ing because saddle horses are no longer included in many programs, and 
even when they are the ones that are shown by amateurs are few and far 
between In contrast the ranks of the jumping jocks are full of graduates 
from the horsemanship classes and many of the present competitors will 
jump off a horse that they have just ridden in a difficult open-to-all class or 
over an intricate outside course to sit pretty on a pony for a couple of turns 
of the ring over silly little fences that the rider could clear from his own 
feet with no trouble whatever. It is rather ridiculous when you stop to 
think of it. Since courses for horsemanship over fences have to be especially 
prepared, why not fix courses that will be real trials for the contestants? <A 
fence in the center of the ring at right angles to the course, three fences at 
close quarters to be taken at different speeds, any sort of “handy hunter’ 
performance provided they are not so complicated as to prolong the pro- 
gram unduly would not only be a more practical examination of ability but 
far more entertaining for contestants and spectators alike than the present 
merry-go-round procedure. 

Danger? If it were thought advisable, contestants could be asked to 
qualify for the more complicated classes or they could be open only to en 
trants who had already praved their ability by the winning of certain clas- 
ses in the past. This would have the advantage also, of curtailing such c¢las- 
ses for the trouble is far more often with too many entries rather than too 
few. 

As far as the horses are concerned, the chief value of equitation classes 
should be in the practice for preparation. It is the child that can train both 
himself and his mount to do what is to be required of them in the ring that 
will be the top rider in the end, for while the shop window type can put up 
a passable performance on a made horse for a time, when it comes to a tight 
fit where every bit of head, hand and legwork count, sitting pretty just 
isn't enough. 

Who would have thought, when the vogue for equitation classes first 
started, that fifty or sixty children could be put through performances on 
the boards and figure eights with the accuracy and dispatch that has been 
shown by the entrants in the Garden Good Hands Cup? And these children, 
after all, represent only a small number of the young horsemen and horse- 
women in this country that are capable of these and even more complicated 
maneuvers. It would be difficult indeed to find half their number in adults 
Has it done them any harm to learn to do these things accurately and well? 
Certainly not, because not only will this knowledge add more pleasure to 
their riding, but even if they were never to get on a horse again for the rest 
of their natural lives, the patience and co-operation that this study has 
taught them will always be valuable 

Doesn't it seem out of proportion then, when straight equitation classes 
have advanced so definitely that classes for horsemanship over fences should 
remain in about the same stage that they were when they started? Wouldn't 
it be practical for those horse show secretaries who have already made up 
their prize lists to study their shows this year with regard to future altera- 
tions and for those who have not already done so to look over the ground, 
question possible exhibitors and discuss ideas for experimentation? Prob- 


ably the right formula will not be found immediately but even in trial and 
error this secton of the shows could be used to better advantage from both 
the spectators and contestants point of view than it is at present.

“All men are equal, on the turf 
and under it,’ was the maxim of 
the celebrated British “Dictator of 
the Turf,’’ Admiral Rous, of the 
Victorian era. But like all much- 
quoted aphorisms, this was to be ac- 
cepted with reservations. There is 
equality—of a sort. Beneath which 
is the inequality which nature has 
ordained in making every human 
being a new creation, wholly inde 
pendent in his individuality of all 
his fellows, 

oth the equality and the in. 
equalities of “life on the turf’ for 
forty years had been mercilessly ex- 
posed to the gaze of Algernon Daing- 
erfield. Being a man of great intel- 
ligence and keen perceptions, of both 
wit and wisdom, he was able to 
weigh and estimate them for him 
self. 

Ordinaiily such a process results 
in what has heen termed an enlight- 
ened cynicism. 

That which it had bred in Mr 
Daingerfield was not the ordinary 
temperament which the phrase im- 
plies. He was not cynical. But he 
might at time have been thought so 
by one unfamiliar with the true 
man. Instead he was a realist but 
one who nevertheless had not lost 
his belief in the glory and grandeur 
of the thoroughbred and the great- 
ness of the sport in which he is the 
central feature. 

Himself the expression of an age- 
old human culture, he loved honor, 
tradition, loyalty, and all their at- 
tribute He had no use for. the 
modern near-things that seek to 
masquerade in their places and dis. 
dained to dissimulate his opinions 
Never a seeker of the limelight, or 
for the publicity hound, 
when he did choose to talk or write 


easy ‘copy : 


for publication it was always with 
pith and point and often with a 
freshness of view that came almost 
as a shock to those who think in 
cliches and talk in stereotypes. 

He was, in short, himself a thor- 
oughbred in all he said and did. An 
exemplification of blood, breeding, 
and performance. He passed through 
many trying times and _ strenuous 
experiences, for during his four de- 
eades with The Jockey Club, the 
turf experienced all the ups and 
downs of fortune, and at times 
seemed near to the very articulo 
mortis.
